1. Applicant's election without traverse of species of Figs. 1-13, claims 1-10 and 13-18 in 
the reply filed on 8/8/2007 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1 1 and 12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Claims 19-31 had been previously withdrawn from further consideration. Therefore, claims 11, 
12 and 19-31 are now withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Solomon 
(2004/0130783). 

Regarding claim 1 , Solomon discloses a personal viewer system, comprising an electronic 
image source (Fig. A4, character A90); an optical generator adapted to receive an electronic 
signal from the electronic image source and convert the signal into a light-based optical 
image(Fig. A4, character Al 10); and a head-mounted display including means for receiving the 
optical image (Fig. A2, character A 10), at least one ellipsoid reflector positionable in front of an 
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eye of a user (Fig. A6, character A200, Fig. 24, character 2410, and paragraph 132), and means 
for scanning the image onto the at least one ellipsoid reflector such that the image is reflected 
into the eye of the use (Fig. A4, character A120, and paragraphs 73 and 137). 

As to claim 13, Solomon teaches of the image scanning means comprises a mirror assembly for 
scanning the optical image onto the at least one ellipsoidal reflector (see paragraphs 73 and 137). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Solomon (see 
above) in view of Tanijiri et al (6,266,194). 

As to claim 17, Solomon does not specifically teach of the at least one ellipsoidal 
reflector has an inner surface that is partially reflective so as to permit viewing therethrough. 

Tanijiri discloses that at least one ellipsoidal reflector has an inner surface that is partially 
reflective so as to permit viewing therethrough (col. 3, lines 37-40). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have the partially reflective reflector , as taught by Tanijiri , in the device of 
Solomon so the viewer views the picture through the eyepiece (col. 2, lines 46-47). 

7. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Solomon (see 
above) in view of Tabata et al. (5,936,663). 

As to claim 18, Solomon does not precisely disclose a motion orientation sensor in 
communication with the signal generator or image source for altering the generated image as the 
user's head is moved. 
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Tabata discloses a motion orientation sensor in communication with the signal generator or 
image source for altering the generated image as the user's head is moved (col. 10, lines 58-64). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have the motion sensor, as taught by Tabata, in the device of 
Solomon so that movement of the head of the user does not affect viewing of the image. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
8. Claims 2-10 and 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
